ftear Principal Peterson: — 

The pamphlet. "CJreat Britain and the Kuropcan Crisis." which you kindly 
sent to me. has been put into my hands from many sides, and I had read If 
with great interest. \s you ask for a statement of the points whieh seem to 
me debatable in the introductory nurratitc of events. I make use of Ibis per- 
mission, but must confine myself to a very few words. I am so absurdly 
overcrowded with work and correspondence in these days that I canot possibly 
answer with any detail. I wish 1 could have a good talk with you on these 
problem-, which are -o important to us both. , Of course, as jour question 
involves the acknowledgment that I see matters from the one- nlded point of 
view of a friend of I Germany I do not add even a word of a|Hi|ogy for my 
disagreement with some Knglish claims. But If you have looked into any- 
thing which 1 hate written on the war. you cannot hate overlooked that 1 
hate certainly not joined In the widespread anger and indignation against 
Cm: land which my fellotv-eountrymen have often expressed. On the con- 
trary. I have always emphasized my admiration for England, and hate al- 
ways stated that in my opinion England has taken wrong steps in Its policy, 
but was morally perfectly within its rights. 

The narrative of the blue pamphlet begins ut once with a one-sided 
presentation of I ho Servian cause. Austria's ultimatum was not the response 
to the assassination alone, but to a long series of efforts to destroy lite Ans- 
trian empire by stirring up revolutionary movement* in the Slavic prot lines 
of Austria. The murder of Ihe Archduke was merely Ihe climax of these 
efforts. The sharpness of the ultimatum, however ( can be understood only 
if that whole series oi preceding actions Im considered. 

What Austria intended was a punitive expedition, similar I i thai which 
the I'nlted state- undertook against Mexico. Itngland ha- no historic right 
to treat as a matter of course that Un— ia was concerned in such punitive 
action, and it seems hardly Talr to Austria to take it for granted that It would 
have been unable to fulfil it- promise not to lake any laud rrom hertta. or lo 
destroy its constitutional -landing. 

Sertia knew that the answer which it gave to the ultimatum was uni 
satisfactory, as it denied a most essential point. A fuller nurratitc would 
hute lo Include the fact that Sert la was ready to yield entirely lo the ultima- 
tum which would have meant peace for Kurope. and that it changed this plan 
only alter receiving word from Un— is that Itussla would go to war for Kervla 
if Scrvln dei lined. The e— enttnl point, however, is thut Itu.-sla would not 
have made this promise If it hud not been lu firm confidence of Knglish sup- 
port. We know from the report of the Belgian minister In Pelershurg lo 
Ihe Belgian Foreign Office that the Cngllsh ambassador had given at the 
rnd of July definite secret promises for England's readiness to fight together 
tvith Russia. Without this expectation or Knglish help Russia would not hate 
dared to mobilize uguinst Austria and Germany, and could hardly have 
hacked Kervla. It Is not surprising that all this is not mentioned In the 
K.ngllsh publications, as it is acknowledged on all sides that these officlul 
presentations of documents contain only selections, chosen in the interest of 
Ihe country publishing them. It Is only natural II. I some not less Interest- 
ing papers are left out. and lhat not a few promises and arrangements may 
not etcn have been written down, and yet may hate boon most essential. 

On Page six the claim Is repeated that the Russian mobilization began 
on the 2»lh of July, You know that that Is the official date, hut that even 
the correspondence <>r the authorities made It later entirely clear thai the act- 
ual mobilization begun much earlier, and as these actual facts were known to 
(iermauy. the whole chronological order of the tarions steps would hate to 
lie revised accordingly. 

On i m g<- seven it is claimed that il became clear that tiormony contem- 
plated an attack on France, It would seem to me a more objective state- 
ment, if it were said that Germany did not contemplate any attack al all, 
hut that Germany discovered the actual Russian mobilization in spite of 
lormal protestations from the Russian Government, and that It know thai by 
the alliance France vvn« obliged to mobilize at the same time. Germany knew, 
therefore, that both the eastern and western neighbours would attack it. and 
had to plan lis defence accordingly. To Is- sure, (tcrmany's plan of defence 
intuited an attack, hut an attock in response to the aggression or the neigh- 
Isitirs Is surely something very different from a spontaneous attack. You 
know thut il i- the German claim, entirely ignored by this Fngllsh pre- 
sentation, that both Russian and t rench troops actually crossed the frontier 
of Germany ami began making prisoners before Germany had declared war. 

Only with hesitation I express also my firm belief that the nurratitc Is 
erroneous when England's relation to France and to Belgium Is described. 
Proof seem- to be abundant, eten in these published documents, that England 
had no Interest in Belgium, mil onlv In Its own safety, and that means In the 
rate or the continental coast and the channel. The promise of Frame to 
keep Belgium's neutrality enn hardly lie considered as more than a war mote 
to mislead the common enemy. Considering Hi -t Germant had known for 
years that Belgium and France acted together and schemed on agreements 
lor war-making against Germany, and considering that all Ibis has In c h -till 
more ■ leai-lt demonstrated by papers round In Brussels, and that England 
was to a certain degree more or les» party in those agreements, the so-called 
promise of France cannot bo coii-idercd us a binding pledge. If England hud 
wished Belgian neutrality, nothing would have been necessary but the step 
taken In IM'i), when England pled -d bcr-tlf lo go against Germany il Ger- 
many entered Belgium, but lo go against France If French troop- entered 
Belgian territory. If England had at any singe made a promise of this 
kind Ihe present wur would not exist. But England refused to do so, indi- 
cating clearly that il was interested in the defeat of Germany only. 

Mr. g rc> ha- succeeded In painting the picture Tor Ihe world, and It I-, 
of Course, extremely difficult to set It rigid by more re-touchlng. But you 
tan be sure that I should not hate ventured to undertake such an apparently 
unfriendly task, If yon had not directly asked mo to do so,

"good talk" I- what tta- needed al the outset of these troubles, and I hate 
noter been able to understand why Germany blocked It. My horror al the 
result is aggravated by the knowledge that some change of heart made Ans. 
tria-llungary ready, in the end. to discus- matters with Russia, If war had 
not been precipitated by her ally. As to the "punitive expedition" against 
sert la. following on an ultimatum which could not have been hotter conceited 
ir its deliberate pur|ntsc hud been to provoke war, you Name England for 
taking it hir granted that Russia was concerned. But hero I think you over- 
look the statement in the German White Book which says: "We were iicr- 
feetly aware that a possible warlike attitude of Austria-Hungary against Ser- 
vis might hring Russia upon the field, and thercrore involve us In war Wo 

could not. however advise our ally to take a yielding attitude not compati- 
ble with his dignity." 

The fact la thai, instead of utilizing the Euro|iean concert against Sertia 
and her misdeeds, the two central Powers refused lo accept the Sortlun reply 
even as a basis for conference and negotiation. I have done my best to stir up 
the various American peace societies to protest against the influences which 
led to tills refusal; for here, as it seem, to roe. we liave the ultimate cause of 
the war. naked and unashamed. 

As this Is a rrank interchange of views, you will hear with me when 1 
say that I regard pa a figment of the Imagination the suggestion, or statement, 
that "the English Ambas-ador had glten at the end of July definite secret 
promises for England's readiness to fight together with Russia." This might 
easily lie made the subject of a question in the British Parliament, where no 
evasion or equivocation is permitted to the represent stives or Ihe nation. 
Such a question could he appropriately put, say. by Mr. Ramsay Maedonald. 
If Indeed he has not done so already. As foe Sir Edward Grey, whose word 1» 
accepted throughout the whole English-speaking world, both he and Mr. As- 
quith have categorically denied that there was any secret commitment that 
tied Britain. In any way. till she declared war after the violation of Belgian 
neutrality. And the suggestion, or statement, quoted above Is further nega- 
tived by Ihe fact thai on the .list of .Inly Sir Edward Grey went the extreme 
length of offering to throw France and Russia over If they obstructed any rea- 
sonable peace proposals that Germany might put forward. I White Paper No. 
III.) 

1 quite agree with you that it is natural that in some of Ihe official publi- 
cations something may have been omitted which the other side would con- 
klder Important, bin l am confident that "whatever reoonl loup to light" It 
vtill not lake the shape of the discovery of any British intrigue. For mo Ihe 
most Interesting disclosure would ho the nature or the communications which 
Ihe German Emperor, and his associates, made to V ienna, and anything that 
tumid help mo to understand how il can lie contended that, while refusing n 
conference, he and the} "laboured sincerely to the end in the interest- of 
peace." 

I tlo not know where the frontier Incidents, to which you refer, took 
place. What I do know Is that till war actually began the French Got em- 
inent kept its troops six miles from the frontier. And as to mobilization date-, 
I am unable — rxiept on one assumption— to see why Russian mobilisation, 
against Austria should hate lieon Interpreted and at onco acted upon by Gor- 
many as a declaration of war against herself. 

As to Belgln neutrality, nothing but German reluctance to believe in the 
honour of the British Foreign s,vretury can account for the view that Eng- 
land's attitude In this matter was in any way different in mil from what it 
was In IBTO. It Is on record In the While Paper that sir Edward Grey asked 
the French Government "Whether it was prepared to engage to respect the 
neutrality of Belgium so long as no other Power violated It." The French 
Government replied that they wore resolved to respect It. The assurance, it 
was added, had been given several times, and had formed the subject of con- 
versai ion between President I'oincare and the King of the Belgians. H the 
German Chancellor hail respected treaty obligations in 1114 a- Bismarck did 
hi 1«70, and us the French had pledged themselves to do. Belgium would 
new have lieen touched. 

I very greatly regret, for their own sukes. the unanimity with which 
Gorman writers try to make out (hut England'a only concern with Belgiun 
neutrality proceeded from -elf-Interest. Like the systematic attempt, to do. 
fame and disparage Sir Edward Grey, this will recoil on their own heads, as it 
seems to point to fundamentally dl fièrent conceptions of national honour. 
Even apart from treaty obligations to a power which. If small, was still lnde« 
pendent— even epaWf rrom her interest In preventing a (potentially 1 hostile 
occupation of the Belgian llloral— . there was for Britain Ihe considération that 
the neutrality which Germany has outraged constituted, and ought to have 
been allowed to remain, an effective barrier against just such a war as this. 
Europe had agreed lo put, a« It were, a fence round what In the past has 
been I|„ •'cockpit") and would-be combatants would obviously bo hani|M-rod 
In rinding a fighting ground elsewhere, In this way Belgian neutrality has 
always been regarded as a peace- factor by peace lot lug nations. 

If you tell me thai Belgium and France had agreed to act together in the 
event of aggression from Germany, | must he allowed to say that I do not 
wonder al It. Bernhardt is not the only German authority who showed us 
beforehand exactly bow It was to lie done — how by a sudden and Irresistible 
rush through Belgium. Germany was to "square her aci-ount with Franco and 
crush her so completely that France could never again «•orne across Germany's 
path." 1 do not wonder. I repeal, that France and Belgium had arranged to 
act together, What I do wonder at Is the naivete with which Germany, after 
trying lo do all that she had said In ad ta nee she Intended to do and had 
made clalsirato préparai Ions to accomplish, turns round and socks m put the 
blame on the other side. The stereotyped and oB -recurring phrase about the 
••deliberate onslaught on Germany by the Powers or the Triple Entente" 
seems lo me to hate Iss u Intentod for the purpose of concealing the fact that 
Germany has been caught In the act or putting Into force her accepted and 
approved polio of getting in the first Mow In a right which she had decided 
Vtus inevitable. 

But I must not take up any more oi your lime with thl* rejoinder. | 
am sincerely grateful to you for the trouble you hate lakon In reply to my 
enquiry. I am really greatly relieved lo find lhat, even In a littler written un. 
dor stress of work, you -ecm to hate so little lo ixinlmtort, or to add to in 
the official statement which I look the liberty of forwarding ror your eon. 
sideratlon. And I am particularly grain. ed to learn that you dissociate your, 
soir rrom the Insensate hute of England which Is being so sedulously pn.pa. 
gated. Its only foundation Is that England would not consent to play tier, 
many's cruel game. She preferred, hi-tead, lo Meed with Belgium and the 
re-t or Kurope,

In the midst of gigantic operations 
in Europe, not much attention has 
been paid to the gallant efforts of 
British troops in rem ite corners of 
the world. Nothing, for Instance, be- 
yond the bare statement thut it had 
been captured by a British force has 
hitherto been published In connection 
with the successful Invasion of the 
Herman Knmarun colony, on the west 
roast of Africa. It will interest many 
Canadians, however, 10 know that tho 
offirer who led this successful raid was 
Wilfred Weathrrbe, the youngest sun 
of Sir Bobert Weat herbe, of Halifax. 
He will he more readily recognised by 
many of the old hoys of the Kingston 
Boy al Military College «s ".lack" 
Weat herbe. 

Weatherbe was eight years in the 
Royal Field Artillery in India. 
Throughout the period of the Ulster 
trouble he was statlum-d with his bat- 
talion at Kermoy. Ka^t"*; there thu 
prosper! of peculiarly dlslaMeful ser- 
vice or resignation, he was corres- 
pondingly delighted when orders come 
to proceed to ihe West Coast of Africa. 
It will be gratifying to his friends in 
C-inada to know that his qualifications 
were so highly thought of by those In 
authority thai he was advanced over 
the bends of several seniors in his 
appointment to command the expe- 
dition In Nigeria. 

Weatherbe left for Calabar, the 
headquarters In Nigeria, shortly before 
Ihe declaration "f war. He had been 
heard from two or thr.'r days after 
the declaration of war posting troops 
on ihe borders of the adjoining Her- 
man possessions and arresting Herman 
agents there. 

On the 10th of Septem'ier. he was 
sent In command of a column con- 
sisting of his company of 130 men 
with orders to capture a Herman sta- 
tion, *JF> miles from heriiquarters. With 
s steam launch, he crossed the river 
In a violent rain storm at midnight 
snd attacked the place which was cap- 
tured at daylight. Valuable maps and 
papers ttere ohtained amung the pos- 
sessions for which Went herbe was 
afterwards thanked by the official 
commanding gl headquarters. 

Herman casualties, two white offic- 
ers and fmir natives killed. British 
casualties, nil. The British flag was 
run up and the place strongly en- 
trenched. 

Along with Ihe expedition wo* a 
white doctor, white subaltern and ser- 
geant, and excellent troops. 

Al the date ..f this news four Brit- 
ish cruisers were shoftly to be sent 
round from Calabar against Victoria 
and Duals, which afterwards surren- 
dered.

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SPORTI NG CO MMENT 

It ts rather unfortunate for football at McGill thai more interest has not been shown in the Wood Cup 
games this year. Out ol four scheduled game, only one was played, this being the final between the Seniors and 
Sophomores yesterday. 

The Wood Cup was donated for the purpose of encouraging the çrcit fall pastime at the university, by 
enahling players who had not caught on-- of the tw;o big teams to develop their abilities In the inter-year con- 
tests. The idea was a good 'one, and until this year the students turned out enthusiastically for these games. 

Whether the lack of interest this year may he asrribed to the distraction of the war or not, it Is difficult 
lo say. In any event, an effort should hi? made to ensure that. In the future no repetition of the farcin I character 
or this season's inter-year series may arise. At Toronto these games arc carried on with as much enthusiasm us 
the senior Intercollegiate struggles, while at the American universities the lf|ter-year contests arc considered as 
second in importance only to the big college battles. 

It is high time that the importance of the Wood « "up games was realized by the football executive i|t Mc- 
Gill. If championship teams are to he turned out at the university, enco'-.ragement must be given to the develop, 
ment of material. This can only be done by seeing that the Ihter-clu** and Inter-year games are staged a ril- 
ing to schedule. The absolute failure of the series this year should be an object lesson In future athletic com- 
mittees. 

Football In the Intercollegiate has been marred in recent years by the constant cavilling of the newspapers 
in the different cities on the circuit at the players and managements ol university teams from rival centres 
Probably no one group can be pointed oql us the chief offenders in this respect, as all have no doubt done their 
share. If the practice could be stopped, however, the game would he benefitted greatly 

Much 111 feeling has often been caused by veiled Insinuations that some of Hie men playing on the teams 
were not bona fide students at Hie University for which they were playing These inucudots are usually made by 
writers who ate ignorant of the true condition of affairs, bqt who seize upon any pretext whatever in order to turii 
out what they consider to be good copy. If the scribes In question wèfî to leave all inquiries into the standing 
of the different pla> ers. to the university authorities and the Intercollegiate Union, the result w ould prohah|> be 
satisfactory to a|l concerned. 

At present the McGill team is greatly weakened because of unofficial objections on the part of the Faculty 
to the playing of two men who are in every way eligible, and whose presence on the team would be on invaluable 
asset In the race for the championship The reason given for these objections is that the. men in question have had 
fctim» difficult} in passing their examinations in the past. If players are kept nut of the gan-f op pretexts such 
as this, there can bp no question luit that the standing of all men who are allowed to take part In scheduled 
games will hr impeccable. 

In the days when Toronto took ner football championships as a matter of course, there were several rases of 
star players being requested to leave the university because of the fact that their showing in the exams, was not 
satisfactory" to the authorities. Notable among these were "Moon" Lee and Andy iJuncanijon. Lee captained the 
team at outside wing, and was one of the most spectacular players in the game, while. Duncanson also gained an 
enviable reputation at the same position, Charlie Gage, the present Varsity captain, has now been at the univer- 
sity for many years, and In viev of former decisions on the part of the Toronto authorities It would not he sur- 
prising to hear of a similar fate being meted out to him. Critics who arc In the habit of making insinuations 
regarding the standing of Intercollegiate players should bear all this in mind when -hilng so.
